He had invited Gen.’ Huerta to 
luncheon at the Gambrinus, a popular 
restaurant. This was a custom with 
Gustavo Madero in winning favor. 
Gen. Huerta, however, had invited 
guests unknown to his host. In a 
room adjoining he had stationed a de- 
tachment of Chapultepec Park guards. 

All were prepared to take their 
seats when, at a signal from Huerta, 
the officer in command entéred. 
Pointing a pistol at Madero he an- 
nounced he was under arrest. At the 
same moment soldiers, filing inte the 
room, cleared it of all except the 
principals.

Gen. Victoriano. Huerta, named as 
provisional President of Mexico, for- 
merly was commander of the north 
division of the army.

Probably, it was a realization of 
this fact that caused Madero to agree 
to retire and to permit the establish- 
ment of a provisional governmeat. 

Uniess there was such a strong 
motive as defense of the republic from 
a foreign power to vitalize loyalty to 
the existing government it became 
apparent to him, according to the 
opinion here, that there was no hope 
of success in crushing the rebellion. 

Moreover, continuance of the strug- 
gle would arouse such feeling, due to 
the belief that he was precipitating 
American intervention, that his life 
might be endangered. 

With such powerful reasons for his 
retirement, 
Madero determimed to quit. Then, 
also, according to reports received 
from Ambassador Wilson which were 
quite contrary to the censored press 
dispatches,. Gen. Diaz has sustained 
no inury to his position in the citadel. 
In fact. he has advanced his lines to 


the corner of Insurgents and Niza 
streets, apparently with the intention 
of attacking a near-by Federal bat- 
tery. It is the expectation of the 
Ambassador that Diaz soon will be 
in control of the residential portion 


of the city. 

Mafero, on the other hand, has 
been forced to withdraw hig troops 
from all exposed places and to con- 
centrate them in the palace. 

ZAPATA AND OROZCO. 

As soon as the provisional govern- 
ment in Mexico is in control, it un- 
doubtedly will issue an appeal to 
Zapata and Orozco, the two rebel 
leaders outside of Mexico ‘City, to 
cease thetr operations.

MEXICO WORLIED. 


Censorship of Wires and Failure 
to Receive Word from Loved Ones 
in Stricken Capital Results in 
Great Anxiety Here — Massacre 
Feared in Case of Intervention, 


With press dispatches censored and 
private messages undelivered, scores 
of anxious Los Angeles people who 
have relatives and friends in bullet- 
swept Mexico City have been aroused 


_j| to a high state of excitement by pre- 


dictions of intervention by the United 
States and fear of a massacre. 

Cc. R. Hudson, a Los Angeles man 
who t vice-president of the Mexican 
National Railroad, and a brother-in- 
law of Mrs. C. E. Payne, Burlington 
Apartments here, has not been heard 
from since Thursday, and it is feared 
both he and his wife are lost. 

Victor Braschi, a Los Angeles 
mining expert, and Herbert P. Lewis, 
nephew of C. B. Lewis, No. 2140 West 
Twentieth street—and his three chil- 
dred are among those in danger. Mrs. 
Herbert P. Lewis, one of the refugees 
who came here recently, is almost 
frantic. 

With heavy guns sweeping away 
entire sections of the business district 
of Mexico between the Alameda and 
the Palacio, and with hand-to-hand 
bayonet combats littering the street 
with dead and wounded; with hun-

way to turn or what to do. Mr. Hud- 
son, my brother-in-law, and my sister 
have kept us informed daily of con- 
ditions until Thursday last. Then 
all communication with them ceased. 
We had to depend entirely on the gen- 
eral reports in the newspapers. Now 
that the censorship has been estab- 
lished, intervention threatens and a 
massacre is feared, what shall we do?, 
It all seems so hopeless.” 

Her statement is but a barometer 
of the feelings of scores of Los An- 
geles people who are worried almost 
to distraction. 

"We have. guessed at conditions 
and probabilities so often and been 
mistaken so many times that it is use- 
less to try to see IMmto the real situa- 
tion,” said Lewis last night. “Why 
they continue this awful carnage, en- 
danger the lives of foreigners day 
after day, and yet make no material 
advances one way the other, is @ 
riddle; not politics. It is hard to tell 
whether Madero or Diaz, or both, are 
playing for intervention. All they 
seem to be gaining is death for the 
men who are battling under their dif- 
ferent standards and endangering the 
lives and destroying the property of 
our relatives. 

“Those Los Angeles people who do 
not have friends down there do not 
appreciate the crisis as we, who have 
relatives there, feel it. Tension 
against foreigners is high and a sin- 
gle outbreak might lead to terrible 
things. Of what use will interven- 
tion be if massacre precedes it? Mex- 
ico City would be turned into an abat- 
toir with Americans as the victims.” 

Newspaper offices, telegraph offices 
and cable stations here were be- 
sieged with appeals for a word from 
Mexico City last night and telegrams 
and long distance telephone cails 
came from all sections of the South- 
west, from men and women who have 
loved ones in the stricken capital.

“You tie the high-line bonds onto 
these other bond issues and you 
jeopardize bond issues in which you 
and I have real and vital interest.”

We 
pay the money end we want the bene- 
fit. We want to be eure that for years 
to come we will have all the water 
we need and some to spare. I, and 
every ‘other taxpayer, consider this 
to be our right and that we shouldn't 
advance money to take the water over 
the hills and far away.” 

 §OUNDS PESSIMISTIC. 
“Never fear,” retorted Graham, 
“we have rich and powerful interests 
fighting this high-line proposition and 
it doesn’t look as if we will have 
enough votes to carty it—not now, at 
least.
